A BARRY woman 
who suffers from 
severe glaucoma 
says she is 
disgusted that the 
University Hospital 
of Wales cancelled 
three of her 
appointments, 
writes TIM 
CHAPMAN. 

Angelica Ross, aged 
65, said that although 
she is designated an 
‘urgent’ case, she began 
to wonder when she 
would be seen. 

“I have been an out¬ 
patient of the ophthal¬ 
mology department for 
approximately 15 years 
for glaucoma in both 
eyes. 

“Recently, I devel¬ 
oped cataracts in both 
eyes. I had the left 
cataract removed after 
one cancelled appoint¬ 
ment. 

“The right eye is more 
damaged with glaucoma, 
so I was put on a list as 
‘urgent’, because I was 
told delaying treatment 
would lead to even more 
damage in my eye. 

“Since October 9 last 
year, I have had three 
appointments cancelled. 

I was so disgusted that I 
have resorted to making 
an official complaint to 
the hospital, which will 
be investigated in 
February.” 

She said that when the 
third appointment was 
cancelled she was in 
tears.

Plan to merge Vale with 
Cardiff is a step too far 


T HE new proposals from the 

Williams Commission to merge the 
Vale of the Glamorgan Council 
with Cardiff City Council is a step too 
far. 

Anyone with experience of local government in 
Wales recognises that there are some councils that 
are struggling to deliver services partly because of 
their financial positions and their small populations. 

But why demolish the Vale when it is financially 
sound and none of its services are in special meas¬ 
ures imposed by the Welsh Assembly? 

The last amalgamations in the 1990s by a UK 
Conservative Government were apparently 
designed to improve local government. Clearly 
these changes did not improve all local government 
bodies in Wales, given the present situation. 

I write with some considerable experience of 
councils, since I was previously a local councillor 
serving for 22 years on the former South 
Glamorgan County Council and the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council. 

The Williams Commission report appears to 
believe that one size fits all. It proposes to force 
neighbouring councils to join together, even if 
those councils are financially sound and delivering

The rear approach to 
the station and foot¬ 
bridge was left com¬ 
pletely inaccessible to 
the rail station, due to 
the fact that the said 
approach has been per¬ 
manently fenced off.

A Dinas Powys res¬ 
ident says she is

The woman, who 
does not want to be 
identified, said that over

The women involved, 
he said, had been put in

Prosecutor Hash 
Salman said that on June 
12, a foreign student 
was jogging on Penarth 
esplanade when 
Maxwell, who was on a 
cycle, spoke to her and 
rode away. 

She felt afraid 
because he was “looking 
strangely at her.” Two 
days later, she saw 
Maxwell again on 
Penarth Pier and he 
stared at her, making her 
even more frightened. 

On June 17, a woman 
who was jogging alone 
in Cosmeston Park 
sensed someone 
approaching her from 
behind. She sprinted in 
the opposite direction as 
Maxwell stared at her. 

Five days later, a 
woman was jogging in 
the same park when 
Maxwell began follow¬ 
ing her on his cycle. 

She said “What’s your 
problem, mate?” He 
laughed and rode away. 

On June 26 in Archer 
Road, a woman was jog¬ 
ging towards the Pier 
and she spotted Maxwell 
and felt nervous. 

On June 27, he 
approached a woman 


a speed survey and 
installed a flashing 
30mph sign as people 
approached Dinas 
Powys. 

The woman claimed 
more needs to be done. 
“Surely prevention is 
better than the cure, and 
a camera might provide 
that,” she insisted. 

• The Vale Council 
told The GEM it would 
examine the issues 
raised by the resident. 

Paul Gay, group 
engineer for highways 
traffic said: “The con¬ 
cerns raised by the resi¬ 
dent of Dinas Powys, as 
with all similar con¬ 
cerns raised by resi¬ 
dents throughout the 
Vale, will be investigat¬ 
ed by the council’s traf¬ 
fic management team. 

“Should there be evi¬ 
dence of a traffic prob¬ 
lem, then remedial 
action will be identified 
and implemented where 
appropriate,” he 
added. 


jogger in Stanwell Road 
and followed her, caus¬ 
ing her to become con¬ 
cerned. She telephoned 
her father and ran home. 

The court heard that 
Maxwell had been sen¬ 
tenced to 18 months in a 
Young Offender 
Institution for sexual 
assault and attempted 
sexual assault. That was 
when the sexual 
offences prevention 
order was imposed. 

That case involved 
four lone female adults 
in the Penarth area, said 
Mr Salman, and they 
felt shocked, unsafe and 
unnerved. 

The ages of the 
women in the present 
case ranged from 19 to 
53. 

Martin Kelly for 
Maxwell, said “I have to 
accept that this is a diffi¬ 
cult case for all con¬ 
cerned. Until this matter, 
his family had not been 
aware of any problems. 

“He has insight into 
his behaviour, and is 
aware of its impact. He 
is gauche and immature, 
and though people were 
frightened, they were 
not hurt”. 

He was ordered to 
pay a victim surcharge 
of £120.

Holton Road traders 
ask for ‘flexibility’ in 
parking restrictions

HOLTON ROAD traders have 
endorsed a petition pleading 
with the Vale Council to 
rethink its local parking policy. 

Currently, Holton Road has parking 
bays with loading times for businesses 
which run from 6am in the morning 
until midday. 

Members of the public who use 
them during that period of time are 
likely to return to their car and find a 
parking penalty on the windscreen. 

Last year, The GEM featured local 
businessman Ferda Ulug, who owns La 
Cucina, on the corner of Holton Road 
and Regent Street. He argued that the 
bays should be available to members 
of the public from 10am, warning that 
people who had received penalties 
would decide not to shop in Barry 
town centre. 

On Friday, January 25, Ferda pre¬ 
sented a petition to local councillor Ian 


Johnson, requesting that the Vale 
Council consider more flexible use of 
the bays. Thirty local business owners 
or shop managers have signed the peti¬ 
tion. 

Coun Johnson told The GEM he 
would be passing it on to Vale Council 
officers who he hoped would look into 
the matter. 

Coun Johnson said: “There are two 
things that could be looked at. Do we 
need all the bays for loading? Could 
the time in bays be moved to 10am to 
make more parking spaces available? 

“The petition is an indication to the 
Vale Council that traders are unhappy 
with the present circumstances.” 

Coun Johnson said that the right bal¬ 
ance needed to be struck in the use of 
wardens and parking bays - emphasis¬ 
ing that in residential streets off Holton 
Road many residents had welcomed 
the arrival of wardens.

Forum visits 
‘Hell on Earth’ 


AFTER a very pleas¬ 
ant, belated Christmas 
lunch at The Casa 
Paco, the speaker at 
last week’s Barry 
Men’s Forum was Mrs 
Jeanne Harvey, who 
gave an extremely 
interesting talk to enti¬ 
tled ‘Hell in Paradise ’, 
based upon a visit to 
Norfolk Island in the 
Pacific to visit her son- 
in law. 

She commenced with 
the history of the Island, 
which was named in 
1774 by Captain Cook. 

In 1788, the first con¬ 
victs were transported to 
Australia, and a small 
party of eight men, six 
women convicts, and 
eight freemen were land¬ 
ed on the island, which 
then became the second 
British settlement in the 
Pacific. 

The prison governors 
were extremely brutal 
towards the prisoners. A 
mutinee in 1834 result¬ 
ed in a clergyman being 
sent from Britain to 
adjudicate on the sen¬ 
tences of the men. 

It is recorded that 
those sentenced to death 
thanked God, while 
those whose sentence 
was rescinded cried in 
anguish. 

Jeanne went on to 
detail the influence that 
the ‘Bligh Mutineer’ had 
on the island. 

Today there are 1,100 


residents; life is very 
relaxed but very hard in 
numerous ways. There is 
still no port, and 
because of the reef total¬ 
ly surrounding Norfolk 
Island, all imports have 
to be transferred from a 
ship moored off shore, in 
calm weather, into 
Lighters - small boats. 

She showed some 
photographs of trucks 
precarious loaded across 
two boats being brought 
ashore. 

Water is also a prob¬ 
lem. As there are no 
springs, rainwater is 
collected by each resi¬ 
dence, and use is limited 
to half a bucket a day 
per person for all pur¬ 
poses. 

When a resident dies 
all flags are flown at 
half mast, and the funer¬ 
al is always held at 
4.30pm, when all shops, 
etc, close and everyone 
attends.

*Merger could end up with the Vale 
being ‘fed crumbs from the table’ 


A local councillor has 
warned that if Cardiff and 
the Vale councils are merged, 
the latter could expect little 
more than the ‘crumbs from 
the table’ - just as in the 
past, writes TIM CHAPMAN. 

Llantwit Major councillor Gwyn 
John insisted if would effectively be 
‘a takeover’ not a merger. 

Last week, the cross-party Williams 
Commission recommended a huge 
over-haul of local government, reduc¬ 
ing the number of councils in Wales 
from 22 to either 11 or 10. 

Among the proposals is a merger of 
the Vale Council and Cardiff Council. 

But Coun Gwyn John declared the 
commission’s recommendations 
‘unimaginative and ill-conceived’. 

Coun John said a clue to the future 
may lie in the past - Cardiff’s domi¬ 
nance over the levers of power in the 


old South Glamorgan Council. 

“The report talks of a ‘merger’ for 
the Vale of Glamorgan while it is in 
fact a ‘takeover’! 

“I would remind council tax payers 
of the situation between 1974 and 
1996 when the previous South 
Glamorgan County Council was in 
existence providing services in the 
Vale. 

“There were 80 councillors on 
South Glamorgan, but only 19 repre¬ 
sented areas in the whole of the Vale. 

“It is not difficult to see that there 
was a dominant Cardiff representation 
which manifested itself in the alloca¬ 
tion of money and the provision of 
services. 

“The Vale was fed the crumbs from 
the table. This was evidenced by the 
lack of investment in secondary 
school buildings between 1974 and 
1996 compared with what the Vale 
Council has done throughout the Vale 
and continues to do.” 


Coun John said that the unhealthy 
arrangement did have one redeeming 
feature. 

“There was one chink of light in 
those years which was the existence 
of the former Vale of Glamorgan 
Borough Council which had a finan¬ 
cial allocation from the then Welsh 
Office to provide some services. 

“New leisure centres were provided 
throughout the Vale, playing fields 
were improved, community centres 
were built and OAP accommodation 
was constructed. 

“There will be no tier of local gov¬ 
ernment to provide anything in the 
Vale under these proposals and money 
for all services and projects will be 
decided upon in Cardiff.” 

Some people believe that if Cardiff 
‘merged’ with the Vale, it might bene¬ 
fit the Vale because it could not con¬ 
centrate all its multi-million pound 
projects in the capital. 

Coun John believes the reverse 


could be the case with Cardiff ‘the 
prince’ and the Vale ‘the pauper’. 

He said: “Planning decisions will 
be dealt with by Cardiff and our 
refuse collection policies will also be 
decided by this new council. 

“We will be back to the bad old 
days when council tax payers in the 
Vale will be making huge financial 
contributions towards ambitious 
Cardiff projects which will have little 
benefit to anyone west of the capital. 

“It is vitally important that the 
services provided by local govern¬ 
ment in this are safeguarded in this 
new proposed council. 

“The final decision on this ‘merger’ 
will be taken by the Welsh 
Government and I call on our 
Assembly Member to stand up and be 
counted in her defence of local gov¬ 
ernment in the Vale.”

Water was flowing 
everywhere after weeks 
of heavy rainfall with 
swollen brooks and lots 
of surface water, but the 
trek along the cliff top 
to Cwm Nash passed 
without incident. 

Moving inland, the 
group trekked on by 
track, field and lane to 
the pub, which was real¬ 
ly busy, and there was 
time to enjoy a civilised 
Sunday lunch and 
refreshing drink before 
thoughts had to return 
once more to walking. 


On the return journey 
to the beach, there was a 
chance conversation 
with Bridgend Ramblers 
who were going the 
opposite way. 

The open sand and 
rocky foreshore at 
Traeth Mawr, bathed in 
bright sunshine, beck¬ 
oned them on towards 
Traeth Bach. 

A huge solid mass of 
water gushed down the 
cliff at the Whitmore 
Stairs and again at Cwm 
Mawr, where the water¬ 
fall was crashing onto 
the rocks below. 

Leaving the beach, a 
climb up the cliff path 
led to the ice house 
perched above the 
walled garden at 
Dunraven, which 
belonged to Dunraven 
Castle. 

Surveying the view 
towards Porthcawl and 
walking through the 
peace and quiet of the 
walled garden, muddy 
boots and clothing were 
forgotten as the sun lit 
up the sky.

In the first edition of 
The GEM this year, we 
reported how Gwyn had 
received notice of being 
awarded the BEM on 
November 15, but had 
had to keep it a secret 
until just before the New 
Year when it was offi¬ 
cially announced. 

In 1962, Gwyn helped 
to set up Llantwit Major 
Athletic Football Club 
and was the assistant sec¬ 
retary. 

From that point on, he 
went on to serve local 
football as a player, 
coach, manager, club 
secretary and adminis¬ 
trator. 

The letters are still 
coming in. One arrived 


from an old friend, Brian 
Lewis, who played in the 
first match of the 
reformed club in 1962. 

“Brian lives in Kent 
and used to sit next to me 
in primary school, and he 
recalled the early days of 
the club and the first 
players.” 

Brendan Sullivan, 
whose father played for 
Gwyn in the mid-70s, 
got in touch too - Gwyn 
hadn’t spoken to him for 
40 years. 

At a recent Swansea 
City match, Gwyn was 
walking down to the 
ground when former ref, 
Lyn Thomas, spotted 
him and shouted out his 
good wishes. 

Ann Thomas, the for¬ 
mer clerk of Llantwit 
Major, contacted him all 
the way from Canada.

Speaker recalls 
her narrow 
wartime escapes 


BARRY U3A’s 
speaker this 
month rekindled 
memories for 
some - and an 
insight for others 
- of a child’s life in 
World War Two. 

Val Warlow lived in 
London during the Blitz, 
narrowly escaping 
injury when incendiary 
bombs landed on her 
home and on the 
Anderson Shelter where 
she and her family had 
taken refuge. 

It was then decided 
that she should be evac¬ 
uated to Canada with 
other children for the 
duration of the war. 

At the last moment, 
her mother changed her 
mind and she stayed in 
London; the SS Benares 
carrying the children to 
Canada was torpedoed 
and of the 90 children 
on board 77 drowned. 

After a spell as an 
evacuee in 

Staffordshire, she 

returned to London after 


D Day and then encoun¬ 
tered her final ‘near 
miss’ of the war. 

V2 rockets were the 
first ballistic missiles - 
they weighed up to three 
tons and were launched 
into the stratosphere, 
dropping out of the sky 
at 3,000 miles an hour. 

There was no warning 
siren - nothing until you 
heard the whine as it fell 
out of the sky and when 
it stopped, you knew it 
would drop and 
explode. One did just 
that, landing nearby, 
causing the land to 
explode around her.

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Owner of lame horse 
yet to be identified 


RSPCA Cymru is 
appealing for infor¬ 
mation about a 
young female horse 
found on a common 
at Pantypwllau in 
Coity, Bridgend on 
January 8. 

The tri-coloured mare 
was struggling to walk 
because all four of her 
hooves were badly over¬ 
grown and split. 

Enquiries were made 
with people who graze 
their horses at the site 
and the local horse war¬ 
den, but the owner is yet 
to be identified. 

The horse has now 
been removed and treat¬ 
ed by a vet, while 
enquiries into who owns 
her are continuing. 

Inspector Nic De Celis 
said: “The horse’s 

hooves were in a horren¬ 
dous state, and she was 
struggling to walk. 

“Although she was 
with some other horses 
on the common, no-one 
has claimed ownership, 
or seems to have any idea 
of where she came from. 

“As she is not 
microchipped, we have 
no way of tracing an 
owner. Oddly, she was 
wearing a rug, which 
suggests that someone 
does own her, or has at 
least cared for her recent¬ 
ly- 

“We are keen to hear 


from anyone who thinks 
they may know this horse 
or where she has come 
from”.

Library offers ‘home

VALE of Glamorgan Libraries 
has a team of volunteers who 
visit people in their homes, 
bringing a specially selected 
bag of books once a month, and 
stopping for a chat.

“Once it has been ascertained that 
they are eligible for the service, they 
can look forward to regular visits from 
a friendly, sympathetic volunteer.”

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How lessons from 

create 
future 


the past can 
safer, better 


T HE message of the 
Holocaust Memorial 
Day Event at Art 
Central in Barry this week 
was ‘Learning lessons 
from the past to create a 
safer, better future’. 

The Hineni Exhibition of Life 
Portraits and Memories helps us 
remember and understand this 
message. 

We were reminded by our 
speakers, Colin Hayman, Glenn 
Jordan and Coun Neil Moore of 
the commitment we have made 
to remember the millions of peo¬ 
ple murdered in the Holocaust, 
under Nazi persecution and the 
subsequent genocides in 
Cambodia, Rwanda, Bosnia and 
Dafur. This powerful exhibition 
is at Art Central until February 8. 

Last week, I spoke at the EU 
Commission Office in Wales of 
the importance of 2014 for the 
citizens of Europe, with the 
anniversaries of two of the 20th 
Century’s greatest conflicts - the 
100th anniversary of the start of 
World War I and the 75th 
anniversary of the start of World 
War II. 

I said that commemoration 
and Remembrance will be at the 
forefronts of our minds during 
these anniversaries, as it was on 
Holocaust Memorial Day. 

I also said that I hope the con¬ 
tribution the European Union has 
undoubtedly made to building 
co-operation and peace within 
Europe, will be recognised in 
2014. 

The European elections in 
May will provide the opportunity 
for citizens of Europe to play 
their part in the democratic 
process, in a balanced and honest 
debate on the EU, and it is 


important that we have that 
debate here in Wales. 

It has always been my view 
that the EU is essential to the 
future success of both Wales and 
the UK, but it is clear that we 
need to provide the evidence to 
back this up and get the message 
across effectively, allowing for as 
much scrutiny and debate as we 
can encourage. 

Centre award 
I RECENTLY visited Cardiff 
University’s Geo-environmen¬ 
tal Research Centre with the 
UK Government’s Europe 
Minister, David Lidington MP, 
where we congratulated the 
centre on being awarded a 
Queen’s Anniversary Prize for 
higher and further education. 

The centre’s £10m EU-backed 
SEREN project is undertaking 
pioneering work into ground 
energy and has already assisted 
38 businesses. 

During the visit, I commented 
that this was an example of how 
Wales benefits from EU funds, 
which are helping to drive our 
knowledge economy, helping to 
secure our global competitive¬ 
ness, and boosting economic 
growth and jobs in Wales. 

EU funding 

THIS week, we published the 
latest evidence of the benefits 
of EU funding across Wales. 
The information relating to the 
Vale, which is not a major ben¬ 
eficiary of EU funds, was very 
positive. 

With 164 businesses assisted 
with EU funds, 230 businesses 
created and 502 gross jobs creat¬ 
ed in the county to date from the 
current programme, this invest¬ 
ment is a positive outcome. 

The beneficiaries from the 
European Social Fund (ESF) 


include 5,789 participants with 
853 entering employment and 
2,132 gaining qualifications. 

On February 11,1 will be wel¬ 
coming EU Commissioner Andor 
(who is responsible for the 
European Social Fund) to 
Cardiff, and I will be introducing 
him to some of the beneficiaries 
of ESF, including those who 
have taken part in our Jobs 
Growth Wales scheme to help 
increase youth employment in 
Wales. 

This Welsh Government-fund¬ 
ed scheme, backed by ESF, has 
already created 10,600 job 
opportunities - with 8,350 young 
people filling these jobs. 

The Director General of the 
CBI has recently reminded us of 
the importance of the single 
European Market to our econom¬ 
ic future. He says: “Being part 
of the EU has helped to make the 
UK one of the leading locations 
for investment, in part because of 
our direct access to a market of 
more than 500 million people 
and an EU economy with a GDP 
of $16 trillion (£9.75 trillion).” 

When Commissioner Andor 
comes to Wales, he will also visit 
a successful business, GE 
Aviation, which has received 
ESF support through the Welsh 
Government’s £114m Skills 
Growth Wales Project, with engi¬ 
neering and business administra¬ 
tion apprentices benefiting. 

As we move forward out of dif¬ 
ficult global economic times, 
with ongoing financial budget 
pressures, EU membership and 
EU funds have delivered and will 
continue to deliver, significant 
benefits for Wales.

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Vale Council Leader responds 
to Tory challenge on merger 


THE Conservatives 
are promising 
strong opposition to 
any plan to merge 
two local authori¬ 
ties, Cardiff and the 
Vale of Glamorgan, 
writes PHILIP 
IRWIN. 

The plan was 
announced in the recent¬ 
ly-published Williams 
Commission, and both 
the Welsh Conservative 
Leader, Andrew RT 
Davies AM, and 
Conservative councillors 
in the Vale have vowed to 
oppose it. 

The councillors 
believe that the proposal 
will lead to the Vale 
being swallowed by a 
new ‘Greater Cardiff’ 
region - with disastrous 
consequences. 

St Athan councillor 
and Conservative group 
leader, Coun John 
Thomas, said: “While 
some local authorities 
may be too small and fail 
to deliver satisfactory 
public services, this is 
not the case with the Vale 
Council. 

“It is of sufficient size 
and scale and it delivers 
excellent services that 
are the envy of much 
larger local authorities, 


including Cardiff. If the 
Vale was to become part 
of ‘Greater Cardiff’ there 
would be a great deal 
more residential housing 
development throughout 
the Vale. 

“I also worry that 
investment in highways, 
schools and social serv¬ 
ice infrastructure would 
suffer, as well as other 
council facilities. I 
remember only too well 
the days of the ‘Old 
South Glamorgan 

County Council’ when 
hardly any money was 
invested in the Vale as it 
was all spent in Cardiff. 

“Barry would be 
largely irrelevant, 
Penarth would become a 
mere suburb of Cardiff, 
and the ‘Rural Vale’ 
would be completely 
ignored. 

“Councillors, and, 
more importantly, ‘coun¬ 
cil money’ would be 
focused on Cardiff and 
not the Vale, as Cardiff 
councillors would hugely 
outnumber Vale 

Councillors.” 

The Conservatives 
called on the Vale 
Council Leader, Coun 
Neil Moore, to make his 
position clear, and Coun 
Moore was rapid with his 
response. 


He said: “Where on 
earth have the 
Conservatives been for 
the last week? I have 
made it perfectly clear 
that I do not accept that a 
merger with Cardiff 
would be in the interest 
of the people of the Vale. 

“I have issued a press 
release on it, which was 
copied to all staff in the 
Vale and all councillors, 
including all 

Conservative members. 

“I took part in a live 
BBC Wales radio phone- 
in on Tuesday morning, 
following the publication 
of the report the day 
before on January 20. I 
have also been inter¬ 
viewed by Bro Radio and 
BBC TV and made my 
views perfectly clear. 

“I have also had a 
meeting with all the 
group leaders on the Vale 
Council, including John 
Thomas, leader of the 
Conservatives, when I 
thought it had been 
agreed that no-one was 
in favour of the Williams 
recommendations. 

“The fact that the 
Conservative group has 
been silent is the real 
issue here. They have 
continually tried to do- 
down the council and 
have done a disservice to 


the council and its staff. 

“Instead, perhaps they 
should agree with me 
that the Vale Council is a 
viable and progressive 
council and should 
remain as a stand-alone 
council. 

“The Conservatives 
should also be reminded 
about the latest Wales 
Audit Report that con¬ 
firmed that the Vale had 
appropriate arrange¬ 
ments in place to secure 
economy, efficiency and 
effectiveness. ” 

“I will again confirm 


that I do not agree with 
the recommendations 
and I consider them to be 
neither reasonable nor 
justifiable. I am, there¬ 
fore, keen to stress that if 
these recommendations 
are agreed by Welsh 
Government, it will have 
a severe impact on the 
community, not least in 
terms of jobs; the cost of 
reorganisation and serv¬ 
ice disruption caused as 
a result. 

“I cannot understand 
why a full scale structur¬ 
al reorganisation is nec¬ 


essary, affordable or 
required at this time. ” 

Andrew RT Davies 
took a different tack, say¬ 
ing that any local govern¬ 
ment reorganisation 
could call into question 
existing Local 

Development Plans 
(LDPs) - creating further 
uncertainty and at great 
cost to the taxpayer. 

Mr Davies said: “Vale 
residents have been 
through enough uncer¬ 
tainty, and a lot of public 
money has been spent on 
the various stages of put¬ 


ting together an LDP for 
the area. 

“Now, pretty much out 
of the blue, we learn that 
the Welsh Government is 
considering abolishing 
the Vale Council alto¬ 
gether, which will have a 
transformational impact 
on local planning.” 

Mr Davies also ques¬ 
tioned whether the First 
Minister had a democrat¬ 
ic mandate to enforce 
such a move, with local 
government reorganisa¬ 
tion not having featured 
in Labour’s 2011 mani¬ 


festo for the National 
Assembly. 

He said: “Carwyn 
Jones, it should be noted, 
made no reference to 
these plans to restructure 
local government in 
Labour’s 2011 Assembly 
manifesto and has no 
democratic mandate to 
do so. 

“Welsh Conservatives 
will closely monitor any 
proposals that Welsh 
Labour bring forward to 
ensure that small author¬ 
ities retain a strong voice 
in local government. ”

where a landlord told a 
family with children that 
he needed to evict them, 
so he could move back 
into the property. The 
family moved out and 
were made homeless. 

“I believe many peo¬ 
ple watch television pro¬ 
grammes believing them 
to be factual. I am con¬ 
cerned that landlords 
may believe they, too, 
can evict tenants without 
a court order but this is 
unlawful. 

“The tenant may have 
the right to seek com¬ 
pensation from the land¬ 
lord for thousands of 
pounds. ” 

Catherine explains: 

“If a landlord lawfully 
evicts a tenant by obtain¬ 
ing a court order the ten¬ 
ant may not seek com¬ 
pensation. I have seen 
landlords financially ruin 
themselves by unlawful¬ 
ly evicting tenants, 
changing locks and mov¬ 
ing other tenants in.” 

Regardless of how a 
character in a soap evicts 
a tenant, you need to 
serve a valid notice and 
then obtain a court order 
to regain possession of a 
rental property.

A well-known local 
auctioneer and former 
point-to-point rider 


W ELSH hunt-rac¬ 
ing is mourning 
the death of 
well-known Cowbridge 
auctioneer and former 
point-to-point rider, 
Robert Thomas, who has 
died after a long illness 
bravely borne. 

A stalwart of the 
Glamorgan Hunt, Mr Thomas 
rode in the 1950s, and his 
maroon and yellow colours 
were carried in point-to- 
points by horses such as 
Kilbraes, Drake 11 and D.A.C. 

St Athan farmer, Jim 
Thomas, grandfather of point- 
to-point riders Tom and Evan 
David, who rode against him 
jim many occasions, said: 


“Robert, being an auctioneer, 
was a well known personality 
in the Vale of Glamorgan. He 
was a likeable and quiet sort 
of man and was a good 
sportsman.” 

Legendary Welsh point-to- 
point rider, and Cowbridge 
farmer, John Llewellyn, said: 
“He was a real gentleman and 
it was a honour to ride for 
him. One horse of his I partic¬ 
ularly remember winning on 
was Tartelle, which was some 
years ago now. 

“He once told me that there 
was nothing more exciting in 
life than riding in a point-to- 
point.” 

In the past, Mr Thomas, 
who was 83, was the official 
judge at the Glamorgan Hunt 


point-to-point. He owned a 
number of point-to-pointers 
after giving up race riding - 
the last of them being Micks 
Prospect, which won three of 
its four races during the 2009 
season when trained by 
Aberthin’s Abbi Vaughan. 

On a personal note, I 
always found him to be 
friendly chap who always had 
a kindly word to say when we 
came across one another at 
the races. 

He is survived by his wife 
Enid, daughters Kay and 
Sally and son Andrew. 

The funeral took place at 
Ramoth United Lree Church, 
Cowbridge, on Tuesday 
(January 28).

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Williams Review: 


"merger’ blueprint flawed 


T HIS is my first column of the year, 
so welcome to 2014 - which looks to 
be interesting in many different 

ways. 

We continue to work with lawyers from Welsh 
Government, the council and the Barry Waterfront 
Consortium to finalise legal agreements to enable 
the road to the Island to begin. Alongside that, we 
have a considerable regeneration scheme at the 
Eastern Promenade on Barry Island. 

Welsh Government Ministers have visited the 
Vale to see the regeneration prospects for the area 
and we will continue to have as much dialogue as 
possible with the Welsh Government over many 
other issues. 

Rural bus service 

WE have launched a new Greenlinks bus service 
operating between Llantwit Major and Bridgend via 
Cowbridge. This demand-led service will operate 
from 8.15am to 6.15pm and will also serve many of 
the villages in the rural Vale. 

The initial results are looking very promising and 
we hope that this will be a success. If you require 
information, or wish to request this service, please 
check the council’s website, or telephone 0800 
2941113. Users will need to book the bus by 12 
noon the day before travel and regular passengers 
can also block book. 

We will be working closely with the Welsh 
Government to provide further buses in the Vale to 
replace those services that have been withdrawn by 
the bus operators and the Vale cabinet have recently 
proposed plans to get funding for additional or alter¬ 


native public transport through legal agreements 
with developers, as part of any planning consent 
approved. 

New schools in the Vale 

WE continue to extend and build new schools 
throughout the Vale and currently there are several 
consultations taking place and we look forward to 
continuing our commitment in the future. 

The Vale has also had good news in relation to 
having Assisted Area Status confirmed for parts of 
the Western Vale, which includes the airport and 
Enterprise Zone. 

In addition, we understand that the Vale could be 
included in the new Rural Development Plan and we 
look forward to being able to continue the work in 
the rural Vale started under the Creative Rural 
Communities development schemes. 

Report disappointing 

AS you might imagine, I consider that the Vale 
Council is a viable and progressive council and this 
has been illustrated in the latest Wales Audit Report 
that confirmed that the Vale had appropriate arrange¬ 
ments in place to secure economy, efficiency and 
effectiveness. 

The Auditor also issued a certificate confirming 
that the audit of accounts had been completed satis¬ 
factorily. I was, therefore, disappointed (to say the 
least) that the recommendation of the recently pub¬ 
lished ‘Williams Commission’ Review into Public 
Services Governance has suggested that we merge 
with Cardiff Council. 

Although these are just recommendations, I con¬ 
sider them to be unreasonable or unjustifiable, other 
than for a line drawn on a map.

I consider the recommendation to merge the Vale 
and Cardiff to be flawed and I am, therefore, keen to 
stress that if this is agreed by Welsh Government, it 
will have a severe impact on the community, not 
least in terms of jobs, the cost of reorganisation and 
service disruption caused as a result. 

I understood that the Commission was supposed 
to look at ALL public services, whereas it seems to 
have mainly concentrated on the reorganisation of 
local government. 

Under the current economic climate, I cannot 
understand why a full scale structural reorganisation 
is necessary, affordable, or required at this time. 

I recognise that opinions within local government 
across Wales will vary and there may be pressure for 
change, particularly where the austerity measures 
may challenge the sustainability of certain councils. 

I would reiterate that this is certainly not the case 


in the Vale. I await with interest the formal response 
from Welsh Government and I will be eager to hear 
if the Welsh Government will allow other options to 
be considered, should we in the Vale need to 
progress any changes at all. 

We live in a time of unprecedented cuts in public 
spending but we also know that demands on public 
services have never been greater. 

The Welsh Government must be clear whether a 
reorganisation will assist in alleviating these pres¬ 
sures or exacerbate them, and we can ill afford the 
loss of a large number of good quality jobs. 

We must proceed carefully and consider the 
options proposed by the Williams Review. Any 
change must be firmly based on a robust cost bene¬ 
fit analysis and precise identification of the upfront 
resources required to pay for large scale change. 

There will need to be clarity on timescales, transi¬ 
tional arrangements, service and workforce implica¬ 
tions and, above all, how the massive and substantial 
costs of any changes are to be met. 

Whatever happens, I and my colleagues from all 
political and independent groups in the Vale will 
work constructively with the Welsh Government in 
shaping the future of Wales’ public services. 

However, it is important to remember that the 
council is a major local employer, delivering servic¬ 
es that enable individuals to lead healthy and ful¬ 
filled lives within sustainable communities. 

We have to ensure that we achieve the best for our 
communities, and the Williams Commission’s pro¬ 
posals may not necessarily be the right way forward 
in its entirety. 

I look forward to a full debate on these issues in 
the coming months. 


‘WE’RE KEEPING A CLOSE EYE ON 
CARDIFF AIRPORT’, TORY LEADER 


THE Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives has said 
that they will be closely 
watching developments at 
Cardiff Airport. 

Regional AM Andrew RT 
Davies had this to say about the 
announcement by P&O of a new 
route at Cardiff Airport. 


“Any new routes are good 
news for the airport. However, it 
must be noted that this is a strict¬ 
ly limited one-off arrangement 
with P&O for just four flights. 

“What we want to see is a 
concerted effort by the Welsh 
Government and the airport’s 
management to attract regular 
international flights to a range of 


destinations. 

“The Welsh Government will 
have to go a long way to live up 
to the promises they made in 
paying £52 million of taxpayers’ 
money for the airport and, whilst 
these announcements are clearly 
welcome, they will not make the 
airport sustainable.”

‘No benefits 
for the Vale 
from merger 
with Cardiff 9 


A LONG-serving 
Penarth councillor 
has cast doubt on 
prospects for the 
Vale, should a pro¬ 
posed merger with 
Cardiff go ahead. 

Coun Anthony 
Ernest, who represent¬ 
ed the Vale for over 30 
years, and is a former 
chairman of the local 
authority, said there 
were “no conceivable 
benefits” and a merger 
“would simply take us 
back to the days of 
South Glamorgan 
County Council, which 
was totally dominated 
by the Welsh capital.”

“All in all, the 
Williams Report is a 
‘fudge’, which gives no 
benefits to Vale resi¬ 
dents,. It deprives them 
of local accountability 
in any meaningful way, 
would deprive the Vale 
of a level of council 
services - of which 
most people are very 
supportive, irrespective 
of administration - and 
impose a one-solution- 
fits-all approach to 
how we might be gov¬ 
erned in the future.”

Llewyn Davis sings 
a beguiling tune for 
the Coen brothers 


A MORE idio¬ 
syncratic 
pair of film¬ 
makers you won’t 
find than the Coen 
brothers, whose 
unique outlook has 
seen them create 
some of the finest 
films of the last 30 
years, flitting from 
genre to genre but 
never dipping in 
quality. 

Their latest film, 
Inside Llewyn Davis, is 
set in the 1960s folk 
scene and tells the story 
of the titular character 
(played by Oscar Isaac) 
as he tries to carve out a 
burgeoning music 
career. However, other 
people, and a meddle¬ 
some cat, soon get in 
the way of Davis’ 
dreams... 

A Coen brothers film 


is never a straightfor¬ 
ward proposition, the 
pair making films that 
aren’t afraid of posing 
questions without the 
need for an answer, and 
can often flit between 
genres with a wonderful 
subtlety. 

The brothers are 
noted for the lack of 
warmth in their films, 
their work bristling with 
cold characters and 
colder situations, and 
while Inside Llewyn 
Davis takes place dur¬ 
ing a freezing winter, it 
is surprisingly perhaps 
their most warm and 
tender film yet. 

In Llewyn they have 
their typical protagonist, 
self-absorbed and 
always grasping defeat 
from the jaws of victory 
(most beautifully 
summed up in the clos¬ 
ing scene), yet there is a 
hint more warmth in the 
character than they usu-

ally afford their leads. 

He’s a character that 
you root for, without 
ever feeling overly sym¬ 
pathetic at his plight. 

He’s got his best 
friend’s girlfriend preg¬ 
nant, he’s constantly 
falling back on favours 
from friends, yet despite 
this, a combination of 
the Coens’ writing and 
Oscar Isaac’s beautiful¬ 
ly judged performance 
make him someone you 
do end up caring about. 

Performing the music 
for real, Isaac is a won¬ 
drous musical per¬ 
former, yet this is cou¬ 
pled with an acting per¬ 
formance which may 
shuffle along but grabs 
you and doesn’t let go. 

There are no 
moments of grandstand¬ 
ing, instead Isaac’s turn, 
which anchors the film, 
feels naturalistic and all 
the more forceful 
because of it. 

Around him there are 
pleasing performances 
from the likes of Justin 
Timberlake, Carey 
Mulligan, John 
Goodman, Adam Driver 
and Stark Sands, but 
these are sideshows, 
turns that complement 
the writing and Isaac’s 
lead turn wonderfully 
well. 

In some ways, Inside 
Llewyn Davis is the 
brothers’ most ‘non- 
Coen-esque’ work since 
Intolerable Cruelty; the 
kookiness levels, while 
admittedly still preva¬ 
lent, are dialled down, 


the characters more 
straightforward (John 
Goodman’s jazz musi¬ 
cian’s peculiar behav¬ 
iour explained away in 
an unexpected manner), 
and the humour warmer 
and less dark. 

That said, at the cen¬ 
tre of the film, the sig¬ 
nificance of the cat and 
his relationship with 
Llewyn can be added to 
the hat in Miller’s 
Crossing, or the tornado 
at the end of A Serious 
Man (to name but two) 

- a story element that 
could mean nothing or 
everything? Laced with 
symbolism or just 
another plot point? It 
certainly adds a layer of 
intrigue to proceedings. 

Visually, using cine¬ 
matographer Bruno 
Delbonnel rather than 
Roger Deakins (their 
usual choice) gives the 
film a look that differs 
from the way they nor¬ 
mally shoot; the film 
plays out in a hue of 
soft light, looking 
undoubtedly stylish, 
while the visual tricks 
are kept to a minimum. 

If you’ve so far been 
unmoved or unwilling 
to let the Coen brothers’ 
work into your life, then 
Inside Llewyn Davis 
may not be for you. 

The hallmarks of their 
work, however muted, 
are on show here - but 
there is much to relish 
in this wonderful piece 
of work. 

VERDICT: A superb 
film that lingers long 
afterwards, Inside 
Llewyn Davis shows a 
hint of tenderness to the 
Coen brothers, the film 
their most touching yet 
(though that isn’t saying 
much!). With Oscar 
Isaac delivering a glori¬ 
ous central perform¬ 
ance, and a superb 
soundtrack, there is 
much to love about this 
beguiling effort. Highly 
recommended.

News from Penarth 
Computer Club 

A LITTLE BIT 
ABOUT BITS 


WHEN Charles 
Babbage designed his 
difference engine - a 
clockwork computer 
in effect - he used the 
mathematics that peo¬ 
ple of the time would 
understand. 

The numbering sys¬ 
tem used digits 0 to 9 
and the machine was 
designed to cope with 
them. 

This system is known 
as ‘decimal’ or to the 
base 10, ie after you get 
to 9 you revert to the fig¬ 
ure 1 and add a zero to 
get 10. Then you 
increase the last digit 
until it gets to 9 and add 
1 to the last-but-one digit 
and start again at zero for 
the last digit. 

After 19 you get 20 
and so on forever. The 
number 79 is therefore 
means 7 times the base 
of ten plus 9. 

Various mechanical 
devices were invented 
over the years, but using 
ten digits was always 
cumbersome for mecha¬ 
nisms, not to mention the 
physical effort to wind 
the wheels in the calcu¬ 
lators. Electricity now 
takes care of the work. 

Alan Turing devised a 
machine to combine the 
speed of electricity with 
a simple mathematical 
system. 

It was built in 1944 
by Post Office engineer 
Tommy Flowers using 
2,000 valves. 

Electricity recognises 
only two states, Off and 
On (say 0 and 1). This 
matches mathematics to 
the base 2 (known as 
Binary). 

Using the same exam¬ 
ple as above, the highest 
digit is 1. 

To count forward you 
write the 1 and add a 
zero, getting 10. This 
gives a sequence as fol¬ 
lows: 

0 decimal = 0 binary 

1 decimal = 1 binary 

2 decimal =10 binary 

3 decimal =11 binary 

4 decimal =100 bina¬ 
ry 

5 decimal =101 bina¬ 
ry and so on 

150 decimal = 
10010110 

Long strings of l’s 
and 0’s are difficult for 
us to recognise, but are 
ideal for a computer that 
can recognise only two 
states. 


Each 1 or 0 is a Binary 
digit known as a ‘bit’. It 
takes 8 bits to define a 
character such as ‘a’ or 
‘h’. The 8 bit combina¬ 
tion is called a byte. 

Although computers 
were needed to deal with 
numbers, home users 
will almost certainly 
spend more time using 
letters, sounds, colours 
and pictures. 

With only two states 
for a bit, more bits must 
be used to supply infor¬ 
mation about all the 
qualities of each dot or 
Picture Element (Pixel) 
on the screen. 

16-bit computers were 
able to show what was 
required on early com¬ 
puters. Sophistication 
brought about 24-bit 
machines then 32-bit 
machines. 

We now have 64-bit 
computers that use tran¬ 
sistors to display 64 mil¬ 
lion colours in our digi¬ 
tal photographs and han¬ 
dle the massive disc 
drives that are now 
affordable for home 
users. 

The increasing num¬ 
bers of bits that have to 
be handled have been 
matched by the ability of 
the machines to handle 
them at ever-increasing 
speeds. And the infor¬ 
mation is stored in 
increasingly compact 
manner.

A S all eyes turn to the start of the 
2014 Six Nations against Italy at 
the Millennium Stadium on 
Saturday, nothing could more graphical¬ 
ly illustrate the effect of the wide division 
at the top of a Welsh game riven by off- 
field conflict, than the opposite paths 
taken by three leading stars in the last 
week. 

While lock Alun Wyn Jones has opted to re¬ 
sign with the Ospreys, Blues’ full back Leigh 
Halfpenny is the latest to lose patience with 
the chaos and uncertainty caused by the long 
drawn-out rift between the Welsh Rugby 
Union and the four professional regions, and 
is joining the ‘player drain’ to France. 

Meanwhile, his regional team mate and 
Wales skipper, Sam Warburton, has become 
the first squad player to sign a central con¬ 
tract with the governing body, turning down 
lucrative financial offers from France in 
order to continue playing in and for Wales. 

(Astonishingly, his loyalty has been reward¬ 
ed with venomous personal attacks on social 
media by regional supporters). 

It all went to underline that even on the eve 
of a potentially historic tournament, with the 
Welsh squad striving for their third succes¬ 
sive championship title and a possible fourth 
Grand Slam, the warring parties in board- 
room suits have seemed incapable of settling 
their differences around the negotiating table. 

If anything, their positions hardened last 
week with Blues’ chairman Peter Thomas 
warning that the final deadline the regions 
had given the WRU to sanction alternative 
competitions to the RaboDirect Prol2 
(tomorrow, Friday) was still in place, other¬ 
wise they would pursue “other cross-border 
options” with the English Premiership clubs. 

“The product we have got is unacceptable to 
the public - you either have to improve or 
change it. If it doesn’t sell, we’re going to die... 
Regional rugby is dying by a thousand cuts,” 
he maintained. 

Meanwhile the WRU reiterated its firm 
opposition to non-officially sanctioned compe¬ 
titions with a terse statement, following a Six 
Nations council meeting last week, that while 
“committed to finding a Six Nations resolution 
for European rugby in the interests of the 
game....the council also reaffirms its commit¬ 
ment to abide by International Rugby Board 
regulations .” 

With off-field peace talks seemingly dead¬ 
locked, and with their Azzurri opponents 
about to descend on Cardiff, Wales’ head 
coach Warren Gatland moved swiftly to turn 
the team’s focus on to more immediate on¬ 
field matters: “ Whatever the political issues 
are, those are things we, as players and coach¬ 
es, cannot affect. The things we CAN control 
are what happens here in camp and perform¬ 


ances on the field. I suppose in a way, it’s a 
nice distraction to have,” he averred. 

“You get a sense when the players come into 
camp what it means to play for Wales. It means 
a hell of lot to them to put that red jersey on 
with three feathers. Often they give us perform¬ 
ances that belie the expectation of what their 
club form has been. 

“I know the players always look forward to 
coming into camp. They know it’s going to be 
tough, they know they are going to work hard, 
but they are motivated, they enjoy the environ¬ 
ment. 

He went on to stress: “ They are being chal¬ 
lenged all the time and that creates healthy 
competition to drive us on and be successful. 
It’s a happy camp. 

“As well as being able to put all the political 
shenanigans to one side for a couple of 
months, the Welsh players also have the oppor¬ 
tunity to cement their place in legend by boldly 
going where no team has gone before. ” 

The players have had the success of the 
1970s team rammed down their throat year 
after year - but “that was 40-odd years ago” 
and it was time for a new era to have success 
in Welsh rugby. 

“ We’ve got a group of world class players 
here. Many had come back from the Lions tour 


full of confidence. Hopefully, they can build on 
that, not just in this tournament, but through to 
the Rugby World Cup.” 

Skipper Sam Warburton also expressed 
confidence, saying: “We’ve got used to the 
taste of success in the Six Nations and it does 
have a knock-on effect for the following year, 
but no-one is underestimating how tough it will 
be to win the title again. ” 

Given the background turmoil, some may 
feel relieved that it is Italy providing the first 
challenge to Wales’ record-breaking quest, 
but after shock home wins over Ireland and 
France, and leapfrogging them in last year’s 
Six Nations’ table, the Azzurri cannot be 
taken lightly. 

Wales will need to come out of the blocks 
firing from the outset, unlike their opening 
game against Ireland last year when a turgid 
first half undoubtedly cost them a Grand 
Slam - even though, to their immense credit, 
they recovered to claim a back-to-back cham¬ 
pionship in that epic finale against England at 
the Millennium Stadium. 

Despite the fact that they have won 17 of 
their 20 previous encounters with Italy since 
they first met in 1994, the Welsh camp will 
nevertheless be wary of slipping on the 
proverbial banana skin - even if their oppo¬ 


nents can point to only one narrow success 
against Wales in 2007 (23-20 in Rome); and 
an 18-18 draw in Cardiff the year previously, 
having joined the Six Nations in 2000. 

“The target is to make rugby history by 
becoming the first country to win three succes¬ 
sive Six Nations titles. I think that’s the real 
focus” says Gatland. 

If his players can shrug off the “political 
shenanigans” and retain that focus, by 
Saturday evening they should have cleared 
the first hurdle.
